-truction of sidewalks on the south side of 
Fir>t street, between Van Buren av enue 
and Colleg e av enue; on the west side of 
Colleg e av enue, between First street and 
Third street; on the north side of Second 
street between Colleg e av enue and the 
east line of the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company 's rig ht of way ; on the west side 
of Madison av enue between Third street 
Fourth street; on the south side of Second 
street between Hennepin av enue and Ga­ 
lena av enue; on the west side of Galena 
av enue between Second stret-t and Third 
street and on the north side of Third street 
between Galena av enue and the alley ly ­ 
ing between Galena av enue and Hennepin 
av enue, all in the City of Dix on, County 
of Lee and State of Illinois. 


Be it o rd a ined b y the City Co uncil o f the 
City o f Dix o n; 


S e ct i o n I. 
That the owners of real es­ 
tate touching upon the lines of the streets 
ami av enues hereinafter named, between 
the boundaries hereinafter set forth, are 
hereby directed and required to construct 
a sidewalk in front of their respectiv e lots, 
said side walk to be completed within 
thirty day s from and after the publication 
of this ordinance, said sidewalks to be 
constructed along the streets hereinafter 
set forth and to be of the width herein­ 
after mentioned, to-wit: 
On the south side of First street, be­ 
tween the east line of Van Buren av enue 
and the west line of Colleg e av enue, fiv e 
feet in width; on the West side of Colleg e 
av enue, between the south .line of First 
street and the north line of Third street, 
fiv e feet in width; on the north line of 
Second street, between the east line of 
Colleg e av enue and the east line of the 
rig ht of way of the Illinois Central Rail­ 
road Company , fiv e feet in width; on the 
west side of Madison av enue, between the 
south lineof Third street and the north line 
of Fourth street, fiv e feet in width;on the 
south side of Second street, between the 
east line of Hennepin av enue and thew eit 
lineof Galena av enue, ten feet in width, 
on the west side of Galena av enue, be­ 
tween the south line of Second street and 
the north line of Third street, fifteen feet 
in width; on the north side of Third street 
between the west line of Galena av enue 
and the east line of the alley running be­ 
tween Galena av enue and Hennepin a v en­ 
ue, fiv e feet in width. 
S ection II. 
That the sidewalks so to be 
constructed shall be of cement, in accord­ 
ance with the following specifications, to- 
wit; 


S e ct io n 1. 
On the space to be cov ­ 
ered by the walks shall be deposited a 
foundation of clean cinders or g rav el, not 
less that ux (6) inches in thickness, which 
shall he t horoug hly puddled and rammed 
to a firm and ev en surface. 
S ectio n 2. 
Upon the foundation thus 
prepared shall be spread and rammed into 
a g olid, compact m a ss, a lay er p f concrete 
three and one quarter inches in thickness, 
formed by intimately mix ing dry one (1) 
part of tihebest imj orted Portland cement 
with two (2) parts >f clean, coarse, sharp 
sand, and adding fi v e (ft) parts of crushed 
stone or clean g rav el. 
Water shall then 
be added in sufficient quantity to conv ert 
the mass into a mortar which will stand 
in a pile and not be lluid enoug h to flow. 
During the application of the water the 
mass must be constantly turned so that 
the mortar will he of uniform consistency . 
S ection 3. 
The crushed stone, or clean 
g rav el, must be of g ood quality , subject 
to the approv al of an eng ineer to be ap­ 
pointed by the said City , and of the City 
Council. 
If crushed stone is used it must 
be of such size that it will pass any way 
throug h a two (2) inch ring . 
Section 4. 
A top lay er of finishing 
coat three quarters of an inch thick, con­ 
sisting of one part of the best imported 
Portland cement and one part of clean, 
sharp sand, free from loam or clay , thor­ 
oug hly mix ed, shall be laid before the first 
lay er has set. 
S ection ft. 
The sidewalk shall be laid 
in alternate blocks, and those first laid 
shall be allowed to become sufficiently set 
before the alternate spaces are filled so as 
to allow absolute div ision at the joints. 
Section 6. 
All material and workman­ 
ship shall be of the best and subject to the 
approv al of the eng ineer in charg e, and 
the person constructing such walk shall 
use at least one (1) barrel of cement to 
ev ery six ty (60) square feet of walk. 
S ection 7. 
Upon the finished surface 
of the walk thus completed after twelv e 
(12) hours shall be spread a lay er of soil or 
sand of sufficient thickness to complete- 
to protect the walk from the action of the 
sun. 
The cov ering to remain for fiv e 
day s and kept moist by sprinkling with 
wat-T at proper interv als.

Life Sketch of the “ Grand Old 
Man” of Merry England. 


H IS WAS A MARVELOUS CAREER.

The name “ Gladstone” was for many 
y ears one of power in all the English speak­ 
ing world. Not only has the United King­ 
dom of G rea t Britain and Ireland felt the 
imp ress of his genius in every part of her 
gov ern m en t, b u t Canada and Australia, 
the Cape Colony and other self governing 
dependencies have molded their institu­ 
tions largely according to his ideas, while 
in th e United States he has had as many 
devoted admirers as in his native island. 
“Grand Old Man” was his title hare as well 
as in English lands, and hero it was even 
more freed y accorded than there. 


W' 
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HON. W. E. GLADSTONE. 
And y et bis character p resents a p aradox . 
No other p olitician of modem times, none 
p robably of any tirne, has changed p osi­ 
tions so often or so radically , and it is 
scarcely p ossible to find any defined p rin­ 
cip le advocated by him during his later 
y ears that ho had not at some time in the 
p ast assailed with vitup erative eloquence. 
Yet there was alway s a certain consistency 
even in his changes. Contrary to an almost 
universal rule among students of society 
and government, he steadily grew more 
radical as he grew older, less cautious as he 
grew p hy sically weak er and less tolerant 
of criticism as his course raised greater 
armies of critics. 
His sup p orters claimed consistency on 
Ms p art by one p lea: He dee a red and was 
often able to show that, while sound rea­ 
soning on the facts then k nown sustained. 
Ms first p osition, later ex p erience taught 
.sensible men the tm e view, and hence that 
an advo iicy which w as once only a mistak e 
was latt i the outcome of mere obstinacy in 
©p p ositi an to just ice and truth. He entered 
p arliament as a Tory of the 18th century 
eort, grow into a mild Conservative, held 
office as an advanced Whig and then led 
the op p osition to victory in 1899 as a 
Liberal so very radical that many English 
radicals abandoned him, and even Irish 
radicals had sometimes to restrain him. 
feom etim e* In con * U teu t; A lw a ys E a rn est. 
He took office as a p rotectionist, but aided 
in establishing free trtule; launched into 
literature with a p lea for the union of 
church and state so ex treme that even the 
Tories rep udiated it and ended by destroy ­ 
ing the Irish establishment, and though his 
first p ublic utterance to be generally no­ 
ticed In America was a eulogy on Jefferson 
Davis and the southern confederacy and 
Ms nex t a savage criticism on the Irish 
p arty he lived to be the most jHip ular of 
¿Englishmen to Americans and the very 
ideal of statesmen to Irishmen. Surely the 
career of such a man deserves close study . 
I t teaches many valuable lessons, but chief­ 
ly these two—that in this century new 
measures and the science of government 
Lave develop ed so rap idly that the man of 
action and talent ap p ears for a time the 
most inconsistent, and that the p eop le In­ 
stinctively ap p rove of an inconsistent ad­ 
vance far more than of a consistent stand 
« till or retrogression. 
One may go over hundreds of p ages of 
Lis sp eeches or writings without finding a 
« ingle essay at wit, and though many p as 
« ages show geniality it would be bard to 
find one that is distinctly humorous. 
In 
the ease of any other man, or of the same 
man in any other country , esp ecially in the 
United States, this very uniformity of se­ 
riousness and awful dignity would have 
made him the subject of wit ire. Dozens of 
names would have been invented for him. 
But let him tak e what p osition he might, 
Englishmen have unanimously credited 
him with being terribly in earnest. In fact, 
If they had thought him less earnest his 
op p onents would have thought him much 
less dangerous. 
Whatever his p osition might be at a 
given time, he really believed in it. It be­ 
came a p art of his religion. And it so hap ­ 
p ened that nearly all the great issues of his 
time have been closely connected with re­ 
ligious tenets. To have men of such un­ 
y ielding convictions is well, but that they 
are not a majority among the p ublic men 
of any country is also well. 
Americans find no difficulty in under 
etanding why Mr. Gladstone inis been so 
fiercely hated or so cordially lik ed by dif­ 
ferent factions in England, for the contro­ 
versy there bears an unp leasantly close re­ 
semblance to that in the United States un-

mediately following the civil war. 
It is, 
however, a little strange that the most 
fanatic attacks should have come from 
such a scientist as Huxley, the most venom­ 
ous assaults from the poet Swinburne and 
the keenest thrusts from the philosophic 
Lecky and the historian Froude. 
H is C o n s e rv a tive Y o u th . 
His father, John Gladstone, was a p rom 
inent merchant, and his mother was of 
Scotch royal descent. 
The family was of 
the old conservative k ind, and the father 
held office as a Tory at Liverp ool, where 
William Ewart Gladstone was born Dec. 
29, 18U9. After the usual course at Eton 
Le entered at Christ’s Church, Oxford, aLd 


apparently absorbed all the conservatism of 
that intensely conservative old Tory strong­ 
hold. 
He passed through the excitement 
then prevailing on church affairs—-it soon 
after produced the so called “ Traetarian 
movement” and the convers ó n of John 
Henry Newman, late cardinal—and was 
not even shaken; he witnessed the frantic 
war again.si Sir Robert I*ed, member for 
Oxford, on account o! his advocacy of Cat h­ 
olic emancipation, and yet was not moved 
to liberal views; lie listened to the elo­ 
quence of the young reformers and as far 
as can be judged regarded it with contempt. 
In short, the youth was almost unnaturally 
conservative. 
G la d ston e a nd th e I n lte d S ta tes. 
As is well known, Mr. Gladstone’s sym­ 
pathies were with the south during the 
civil war. 
During the later years of bis life 
his views concerning America, like his views 
on almost everything but Homer, under­ 
went a decided change, and for many years 
he was an ardent admirer of the United 
States, its people and its government. 
“ America has a magnificent future,” he 
once said to an American friend, “ if the 
jieople are only true to their possibilities. 
Before the close of the 20th century the 
vast continent embraced within the limits 
of the United States, stretching from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific and from the Gulf 
of Mexico to the great lakes of the north, 
will be the home of 300,000,000 of freemen, 
representing every nation upon earth, vaster 
in extent and population than the Roman 
empire in its palmiest days, but free from 
the danger t hat attended the extension oí 
that empire among barbarous peoples,\v hich 
was the primary and potent cause of the 
decline and fall of the greatness of Rome. 
Every true Englishman should In.- proud of 
the progress of the United States, for t he 
Americans are our kith and kin, having 
the same literature, the same language 
and the same sturdy love of political inde­ 
pendence. The wresting of Magna Chart a 
from King John prepared the way for the 
battle of Bunker Hill and the Declaration 
of Independence.” 
111*4 P o litic a l C a reer S u m m a rized . 
In 18 31 lie was graduated with a brilliant 
triumph, and the next year entered parlia­ 
ment in the good old Tory way -“ accept­ 
ing the seat for Newark by the grace of the 
Duke of Newcastle.” 
He continued to rep­ 
resent that borough till 18 46, but as Glad­ 
stone then showed signs of becoming lib­ 
eral the duke gave the scat to another, 
claiming, as he said, “ the right to do what 
he would with his own.” In 18 34 Glad­ 
stone first “ took office” as under secretary 
fur the colonies, Sir Robert Peel being pre­ 
mier. 
Being “ thrown out,” ast.be English 
phrase is, by the defeat of Peel in 18 35, he 
employed bis leisure in literary work and 
published the once celebrated—perhaj>s one 
should say notorious—“ Church and Sta te.” 
It is now remembered chiefly because of 
Macaulay’s savage criticism of it in the 
Edinburgh Review. 
In 18 40 he put forth another peculiar work 
on church affairs. 
In 1841 he again took a 
place in the cabinet ai d soon became emi­ 
nent as a finar cier. 
In 18 4b he resigned be­ 
came the gov *rnment favored the Catholic 
college In Ireland, but soon came in again. 
In Ld7 he was chosen to represent Oxford, 
and than, for the first time, l*egan to advo­ 
cate liberal measures, the first being the 
bill for removing the durabilities of the 
Jews, which he had oppt sed in 1841. 
In 
18 51-2 he became a leader of the Ritierais 
and entered on that long contest with Dis­ 
raeli, which continued without truce till 
18 7b, when Disraeli became Beaconsfield 
and entered the house of lords. 
Mr. Gladstone was four times prime min­ 
ister of England, first taking office in 1-868. 
In 18 73 his ministry was defeated by a coali­ 
tion of Tories and home rulers on the edu­ 
cation question, but as the opposition could 
not organize he was restored only to l>e 
again defeated the next year. Six years 
later, in 18 8 0, having during his retirement 
conducted a rigorous campaign against the 
government both on the platform and by 
means of pamphlets, directing his attacks 
mainly against the policy which resulted 
in the treaty of Berlin, under which the 
Turks were left rulers of millions of op­ 
pressed Christians, he was again raised to 
power. 
Tliis time his ministry endured 
until 18 8 5 by a combination of Tories and 
Pa m ellites on the budget. 
In 1K86 he re­ 
gained tho reins, but held them for a short 
time only, the home rule problem proving 
fatal to his continuance in power. 
Lord 
Salisbury was then chosen prime minister, 
and Gladstone was out until 18 92, when, 
after an exciting general election, parlia­ 
ment showed a majority of 40 against the 
Conservative government. 
T h e M ob b in g of G la d ston e. 
“Gladstone in danger from a mob. He 
tak es refuge in a hallway !” 
To Americans who read It now this 
statement will seem incredible. Yet it was 
a fact, and so late as 18 78 . The English p eo­ 
p le had on one of their p eriodical war 
fevers, and were consequently insane. It 
is not too strong an ex p ression. The war 
fever often rises to a sort of insanity , and 
even in the tolerant United States it has 
twice hap p ened that the veterans of one 
war were mobbed for not being sufficiently 
zealous in the nex t. 
In the autumn of 18 78 the party of Mr. 
Gladstone hail apparently sunk to the low­ 
est depth it ever reached. 
Lord Beacons­ 
field (Disraeli) had returned from the Ber­ 
lin conference bringing, as he said, “ Peace 
with honor,” and all the men who opposed 
the pro-Turkish policy of the government 
were stigmatized as “ friends of Russia” — 
consequently traitors. The masses took up 
that false and foolish cry, so often heard 
when war is thought near at hand—that 
the opponents of war were only such l>e- 
cause they favored the hostile country as 
against their own. 
London was almost 
unanimous for sustaining Turkey at all 
hazards against Russia, and the music 
halls rang every night with war songs, the 
favorite refrain being— 
We do not want to light; but, by jingo, if we do, 
We’ve got the ships, we’ve got the men, we’ve 
got the money too. 
So the war party came to be called the 
“ Jingoes.” 
The Turks had perpetrated 
most utrocious massacres in Bulgaria, and 
Russia had inarched her Armies toward 
Constantinople. 
Beaconsfield 
as prime 
minister ordered the British fleet to that 
city and began to concentrate troops a t 
Cyprus, while Mr. Gladstone denounced 
the Turks and declared that the time was 
past when England could honorably sus­ 
tain them. 
Beaconsfield excited the popu- 
lar hatred against Russia and carried the 
day. The Russians were restrained when 
within sight of Constantinople, and on the 
invitation of Bismarck the powers con­ 
vened at Berlin and patched upan arrange­ 
ment which gave Turkey a little longer 
lease of life. 
The people were pleased to see England 
appear once more as a sort of dictator in 
European affairs. All the morning papers 
of London except The News ti« .k part with 
Beaconsfield and denounced Gladstone in 
no measured terms. The “ peace men" 
! were occasionally hissed, or otherwise in- 
ilted in public places, and at length Mr. 
Gladstone and his w if 
the phrase goes, in the 
the event produced mm 


apology it was stated th a t “ a lit t le mob of 
patriots returning from a J ingo carnival” 
created t he disturbance. 
The fact remains. 
The statesman who 
had served England so long anil well was 
while walk ing with his wife pressed upon, 
derided and insulted till, the danger of ne 
sftult seeming to them imminent, they took 
refuge in the hall of the nearest bouse— 
and tha t’s all the London papers admit. 
But a reaction was at hand. 
\V hen all the 
particulars of the Berlin settlement came 
out, the fH-ople were disgusted. 
The Tory 
party was completely overthrown at the 
next election, and in 18 8 0 Gladstone be­ 
came for the second time pflme minister. 
Gladstone's Victory In 18 9 3. 
The scene in the house of commons ac­ 
companying the overthrow of Lord Salis­ 
bury’s government Aug. 12, 18 92, though 
perhaps less dramatic than that attending 
the downfall of Mr. Gladstone’s govern­ 
ment in 18 8 5, was full of ex citing episodes. 
Mr. Asquith had moved a vote of “ no con­ 
fidence.” 
The house was full, 10 mem­ 
bers only abstaining from voting. A sin­ 
gularly brilliant and caustic piece of rhet­ 
oric from Mr. Chamberlain was followed 
by extemporaneous remarks by Mr. Chap­ 
lin, who, because one or two members of 
the ministerial minority were late, « poke 
largely against time. 
lie was frequently 
interrupted by indignant Irish members 
with groans, cries of “ Vide! Vide!” loud 
laughter and much talking. 
Dr. Tanner, 
a privileged jester, even went so far a- to 
march solemnly up to Mr. Chaplin’s side 
with a glass of water, but the orator k* p t 
on desp ite interruptions until noon, when 
the tardy ones arrived, and he sat down, 
while the house called for the division. 
It 
took fully 30 minutes to count the votes. 
Mr. Gladstone was among the very 1 art to 
return from the lobbies by way of the bar, 
and he was received with vociferous cheer­ 
ing. 
First the Irish members and then the 
regular opposition 
rose en masse and 
shouted and waved hats until their chief 
had seated himself. 
Mr. Balfour received 
a similar ovation from the ministerial 
minority when lie took his p lace behind 
the chair 
Then Mr. Majoribanks, the government’s 
new chief whip, entered with the figures of 
the majority, which he w hispered to Mr. 
Gladstone before he took his place in front 
of the table and to the right of the speaker, 
always reserved for the successful tellers. 
The whole house was so noisy and excited 
that it was a long time before silence for 
the reading of the figures could be secured. 
There was more wild cheering when the 
figures were given out, and cries of “ Evict­ 
ed,” “ Remember M itchelstown,” “ Down 
with coercion,” arose from the Irish mem­ 
bers. 
Mr. Balfour moved adjournment, 
and in 10 minutes the house was cleared. 
Mr. Gladstone had a great reception from 
the crowd outside as he drove away w ith 
Mrs. Gladstone, who had watched the 
scene from her usual corner in the ladies’ 
gallery. 
111m Marriage anil 111* Home. 
Mr. Gladstone was married J uly 25,18 38 , 
to Miss Margaret Glynne, of a Welsh fam­ 
ily, who brought to him a considerable prop­ 
erty, which included famous Hawarden cas­ 
tle. She inherited it through a long line of 
descent from one Sergeant Glynne and his 
son, the, Bari net W illiam Glynne. They ob­ 
tained it at t he close of the great civil war, 
and the form r own r, James, earl of Derby, 
had lost his head. 
Of course it has a his­ 
to ry , like all tho old places in Great Brit-

It was dismantled in 1645, and the p res­ 
ent mansion was built early in the 18th 
century . The old castle ruin and adjacent 
p ark are op en to the p ublic, and in any ¡» art 
of the wood where ancient or decay ing trees 
needed clearing uway the visitor might not 
very long ago have seen evidences of the 
work of Gladstone, the woodchop p er. The 
last day he sp ent at his favorite ex ercise 
was just after a great storm, which had 
p lay ed havoc with the trees. The air was 
damp and chilly ; the sight of so much debris 
stimulated him to unusual ex ertion, a se­ 
vere cold and illness resulted, and his old 
time ex ercise was abandoned. 
T h e G la d ston e F a m ily. 
Eight children were ln>ni to Mr. and Mrs. 
Gladstone, 
One daughter died in infancy, 
two daughters are married, and Helen, still 
single, holds the honorable place of vice 
principal of Newnham college at Cam­ 
bridge. 
She ranks high among the educat­ 
ed women of the world, and the institution 
over which she presides is noted for its po­ 
sition on the advanced education of women. 
Of the four sons, one is rector of Hawarden, 
another is in parliament, the third is active 
in politics, and the fourth is in business at 
Calcutta. 
There has always been a naive simplicity 
in Mrs. Gladstone, especially when speak­ 
ing about her husband, often amusing and 
sometimes affecting. 
8 he was never back­ 
ward in helping his canvass and evidently 
considered him the greatest statesman 
England ever produced. In an address at 
a home rule meeting of the campaign of 
18 92 she assumed as an admitted fact that 
no one was at heart really opp red to her 
husband, and of Earl Compton, the Liberal 
candidate, she said to the voters, “ You are 
supporting ft good and an honest man; but, 
more than that, you are supporting my hus­ 
band in his fight for justice to Inla nd.” 
A Sunday at Hawarden was not long ago 
described as follows: 
“A curious group about tb do- r of Ha- 
warden church wait oil to see the Gladstones 
arrive. The great statesman used to sit in 
a seat just in front of the p ulp it and 
usually 
read the Scrip ture service 1 r the day. 
When the anthem w « - en-bd. Mr. Glad- 
stom walked swiftly but now-h-.-dy up to 
tlie lecturn—-a sp lendid eagle with out­ 
stretched wing-, done hi carved oak —and 
read the story ot Naan tan and the little 
Syrian maid. 
Hi- -tyle was the perfection 
of simplicity, so simple that one was almost 


temp ted to believe it the p erfection of art. 
’ Between the first and second lessons he 
seated himself on a small square stool di­ 
rectly in front of the reading desk, and 
here again he took up his position during 
the sermon. 
After the service Mr. Glad­ 
stone returned to Lis seat. He waited for 
the communion, and as 1 passed out he and 
Mrs. Gladstone were both bowed in the 
oblivion of devout prayer.” 


“ ALL AROUND POLITICIAN.” 
[Cartoon in Punch.] 
Their son, Step hen E. Gladstone, the rec­ 
tor there, follows the p ractice of college 
chap els, where one of the students is usual­ 
ly selected to read the Scrip ture lesson. 
The selection of devout lay men for this of­ 
fice, however, is a common p ractice in the 
English church, as it was in the early 
churches and in the Jewish sy nagogue. 
Mr. G la d ston e's T ow n L ife. 
Columns on columns have been written 
of Mr. Gladstone’s wonderful strength as 
an old man. It is doubtful if the world has 
seen such another. 
When in 18 92 he was 
made p rime minister for the fourth time, 
he was 8 4 y ears old, and though he had 
just p assed through a most ex citing cam­ 
p aign he entered up on his duties as head 
of the government with seemingly unim­ 
p aired vigor. It was doubtless to his ex ­ 
treme simp licity and p urity of life that he 
owed his p henomenal virility . 
His time was usually about equally di­ 
vided bt tween London and 
Hawarden. 
When he was p rime minister his London 
residence was of course the famous house 
in Downing street, that has for so long 
been the official home of the p remier. At 
other times he has rented. Between 18 8 0 
and 18 92 he was the y early tenant of a 
house in St. James’ square, Pall Mall, 
where lie had for neighbors the Duk es of 
Cleveland and Norfolk , the Earl of Derby , 
the Marquis of Bristol, Earl Cowp er and 
other great men. His rising hour when in 
town was 8 :30. He dressed for the day at 
once, and if the weather was good, some­ 
times when it was bad, took an airing be­ 
fore break fast. 
The morning meal was alway s a p lain 
one, lasting half an hour, during which 
time he usually absorbed all that was of 
interest to him in three or four morning 
newsp ap ers. After break fast he disp osed 
of his corresp ondence in his library .. When 
he was in office he alway s emp loy ed several 
p rivate secretaries. 
When “out” he had 
but one assistant, usually his son. After 
his letters were attended to it was his cus­ 
tom to devote the remainder of the morn­ 
ing to reading. Luncheon was usually 
tak en alone and consisted of a small slice 
of beef or mutton and a glass of claret. 
The afternoon, and often the evening, was 
devoted to p olitical duties. 
For many 
y ears Mr. Gladstone was accustomed when 
in London and not busy with p olitics in the 
evening to dine out. He rarely gave din­ 
ners. Sometimes he visited the theater or 
op era. Midnight was his hour for bed, and 
he used to light himself to his room with a 
candle. He used to say that he alway s left 
business outside his bedroom door, and 
hence alway s slep t well. He never used to­ 
bacco in any form. His drink ing was con­ 
fined to claret, of which, however, he was 
not a p rofessed connoisseur. 
He was alway s neat but never smart in 
his attire, and he had a p rofound dislik e for 
old clothes. In town in winter he used to 
wear a tall black hat and black clothes, 
which included a short overcoat with a 
long, queer cap e. 
In summer he wore 
gray cassimere and a tail white hat. To 
Mrs. Gladstone was left the task of caring 
for his wardrobe. 
G la d ston e's S c h ola r sh ip . 
In 1886 Mr. Gladstone visited Winchester 
college, which had in his student day s been 
a sort of rival to his own college at Ox ford. 
Of course the students gave him a roy al 
welcome, and their orator for the day ad­ 
dressed the p remier in a somewhat lengthy 
sp eech in I>atin. Mr. Gladstone listened 
with the closest attention, as p oliticians 
and statesmen alway s do on such occasions, 
and the waggish ones p robably thought bis 
attentive manner mere form and p oliteness. 
To their surp rise, however, he rep lied at 
once with equally classic Latin and in such 
detail as to show that not a statement in 
the address had escap ed him. 
An average lifetime had p assed since he 
left college, and in that time he had been 
one of the busiest men in the world, y et his 
k nowledge of the classics had constantly 
imp roved. 
The p rincip al Latin authors 
were still as familiar to him as the English 
authors of the same rank , and Greek as his 
second native tongua 
Every American college has its standard 
jok es about the various Englishmen who 
have p ut forth so many vary ing views on 
the “Iliad” and “Ody ssey ,” the same man 
sometimes changing his views comp letely 
within a few y ears, but Mr. Gladstone is al­ 
way s honored as the consistent and almost 
convincing advocate of the unity of Homer. 
It is a very curious fact that down to the 
middle of this century American scholars 
and colleges were p ractically unanimous in 
maintaining the unity of llomer; that a 
change cAine so rap idly that at one time the 
great weight of authority was the other 
way , and that in many cases the same p as­ 
sages were relied on to p rove various au­ 
thors that had been to p rove unity , while 
many men who hail when students thought 
Gladstone’s reasoning unanswerable lived 
to wonder that it should ever have seemed 
to them weighty . 
In his “Studies on Homer and the Ho­ 
meric Age” (18 58 ) Mr. Gladstone maintains 
that one man wrote the entire p oems, and 
that they are historic—that is, there was a 
real Troy which was destroy ed by the 
Greek s. In his “Juventus Mundi” fl8€ 9) 
and his latest work on Homer (187 4 ) he goes 
still further and attemp ts to fix the date of 
Troy ’s destruction. The argument is, if 
any thing, abler, y et the first convinced, and 
the last diil not. The world is now in an 
era of sk ep ticism as to all ancient stories. 
The most ardent admirers of Gladstone’s 
genius merely smile at his views on such 
subjects and say that he is by nature a dev­ 
otee, whether as to the literalness of the 
Pentateuch, of Homer or any other ancient 
work . 
M r. Gladstone's Library. 
Mr. Gladstone’s library contains about 
25,000 volumes, anil he was fully three- 
quarters of a century collecting it. Scarcely 
Continued ou p age 7.

dition to it. For in stan ce, on the day of 
Stan ley ’s weddin g he escaped as soon as he 
cou ld from the gay thron g an d wen t to the 
shop of a bookseller on Sou thampton row, 
where he bou ght “The Life of Thomas 
Rey n olds,” iu two v olu mes; “The Morn in g 
of Life,” a Catholic religiou s book; “Irelan d 
Before an d After the Un ion ,” by R. B.

copy ,” wa s a characteristic remark made 
once to a friend. 
“ And so far as regards a 
preference for a ncient authors, in old but 
good editions, to modernized reprints, the 
v erdict was em pha tica lly in fav or of the 
former.” 
G la dstone aiul the C a rica turists. 
Mr. G la dstone’s pronounced personality 
and his extended public carter combine to 
m a ke him an ea sy and a lw a ys tim ely sub­ 
ject for the ca rica turist’s pencil In fact, it 
is hard to im a g ine on looking ov er the 
funereal pages of Punch wha t its a rtists 
would hav e done had there been no Glad­ 
stone. 
These sa tirica l pictures of the great 
Liberal leader hav e a certain v alue, how­ 
ev er, for they show him in exa ggerated 
measure, it is true, but still with a degree 
of fidelity a t a ll periods of bis life and its lie 
appeared in ev ery possible mood. 
The ex­ 
a m ples here g iv en are copied from the pic­ 
tures of J ohn Leech, J ohn Tennel, Linley 
Sa nboum e and Harry Furniss as they were 
printed between 1859 and the present time. 
The picture with the exa g g era ted shirt 
colla r is by Furniss, who delig hted to por­ 
tray the Grand Old Man’s high collar a s 
his m ost pronounced characteristic, often 
sim ply indica ting with a line or tw< the 
top of his head and with a dot the ej e, as 
in this case. 
A m ong the plea sa ntest and m ost v a lu­ 
able custom s of the sta ff of Punch has been 
for m a ny years the ea ting of a weekly din­ 
ner w ith the editor, a t which the policy of 
the paper and its caricatures are outlined 
and criticised. 
Mr. Gladstone was inv ited 
to be an honored g uest a t one of t hese din­ 
ners, and there was som e prev ious specula ­ 
tion a s to how he and Mr. Kum iss would 
enjoy the m eeting . 
Mr. Gla dstone prov ed 
equal to the occasion. 
He came, and hard­ 
ly was he seated a t the ta ble when the com ­ 
pany became aware of a cha ng e in his fa­ 
m ilia r persona lity. A second look rev ealed 
its nature. 
Mr. Furniss started; somebody 
tittered; there was a sm ile, a ripple and 
then a roar of laughter. 
Mr. Gla dstone had on the sm a llest, slen­ 
derest and m ost inconspicuous of narrow 
turndown colla rs, a ssum ed for tha t occa­ 
sion only, and wa s quietly enjoying the 
a rtist’s discomfiture. 
Mr. Furniss soon re­ 
cov ered him self and appreciated the joke 
as much as any one else. 
G la dstone a nd the Q ueen. 
Gla dstone nev er was a fav orite a t the 
palace. 
Indeed the queen is reported to 
hav e said more tha n once with em pha sis 
tha t she detested him, and said it in a 
way to im ply tha t she a lso feared him. 
W hen Lord Sa lisbury resigned in 1892 to 
be followed in office by Gladstone, she is 
said to hav e accepted the resignation with 
expressed “ reg ret,” thereby breaking the 
unwritten la w tha t British roya lty should 
nev er express preference for either of the 
grea t politica l parties. 
There are stories to 
the effect tha t more than one discussion be­ 
tween the sov ereig n and Gla dstone ter­ 
m inated iu angry words, but the premier 
nev er flinched from fa cing royalty. 
“You mu st take this action ,” he on ce 
said to her. 
“Mu st! Did y ou say mu st?” she an grily 
retorted. “An d do y ou kn ow, sir, who I 
am?” 
“Madam,” an swered Gladston e coolly , 
“y ou are the qu een of En glan d. Bu t do y ou 
kn ow who I am? I am the people of En g­ 
lan d, an d iu this emergen cy the people 
say ‘mu stI* ” 
It is scarcely n ecessary to add that the 
“people” prev ailed- 
G la dstone’» P et D og . 
It is stated elsewhere that Mr. Gladston e 
n ev er, so far as recorded, perpetrated a 
joke, y et he was far from being a g loom y 
man. In deed his bouyancy of spirits wa s 
remarkable.

N otw ithsta nding his a bilities in other di­ 
rections, it was as speaker tha t Mr. Glad­ 
stone possessed his strong est hold upon the 
Eng lish people. 
His v oice was clear, v i­ 
brant, m elodious and penetra ting . 
It was 
quite a udible in the com ers of the la rg est 
ha ll, and it wa s rare tha t he wa s unable to 
reach the outskirts of the m ost extended 
outdoor audience. 
Ev en a fter he had 
passed the lim it of fourscore years this 
wa s largely true, thoug h during the last 


years of his life his m agmneont v ocal or­ 
gans were somewhat impaired. 
Though contrary to the impressions pro 
duced by the pictures of Mr. Gladstone, he 
wa s uot a large man. 
His g ra ceful a tti­ 
tudes and imposing appearance had ranch 
to do with the fav orable impression he w h s 
a lm ost inv ariably a ble to produce upon his 
audiences 
IIis g estures were apparently 
unstudied and a lwa ys seemed to emphasize 
the words lie uttered. His style as a speak­ 
er differed m a terially from his style as a 
writer. Though it is undoubtedly true that 
he prepared most of his important speeches 
ca refully in adv ance, he was nev er at a loss 
for a reply when interrupted by a dissent­ 
ing auditor. 
Public speaking is of ev en greater im 
portance in English than in American pol­ 
ities. 
Certainly, judg ing from the reports, 
which art* always printed v erbatim in the 
Eng lish papers, long public speeches are 
much more frequent there than here. 
Mr. 
Gladstone probably made more speeches 
than a ny other English statesman. Thanks 
to his wonderful physique, he nev er flinched 
because of inclement weather, and among 
the marv els of his career was t he way in 
which he would stand for hours in a pelt­ 
ing rain sometimes while he expounded to 
the v oters his v iews on the v ita l topics of 
the day. 
Mrs. Gladstone inv ariably occupied a 
(dace near him when he was spea king and 
was a lw a ys ready w ith wraps and refresh­ 
ments for him the m om ent he had finished. 
He wa s rarely treated w ith discourtesy, es­ 
pecia lly during his la ter years, but in the 
campaign of 1392 he suffered an injury to 
ne of his eyes from a sm a ll m issilethrow n 
by a woman. 
He soon recov ered from the 
effects of this, howev er, and continued 
spea king during the campaign, a lthoug h it 
was feared that he m ig ht be laid up during 
the remainder of the contest.
